Applicants explained in more detail claim 1, particularly the recitation of " a statement associating the Dial with a 
mapping function that applies a selected transformation to value read from or written to said instance of said Dial." and 
discussed the cited portion of Beardslee " Eighth, a DIC register-to-physical mapping module 1718 maps each register 
configuration and each status register in the DIC into an address space of physical memory in the design to produce 
the R2P database 614. For example, the physical memory could be implemented as a set of scan chain, in which case 
the physical address of a configuration or status register would be given by the index of the scan-chain used and the bit 
position within the scan chain.".
